PART  II. 

Sir  Arthur  Evans 

Sir  John  Evans,  whose  work  was  discussed  in  the  last  section,  had  a  son  who 
was  also  a  numismatist,  though  because  of  his  later  fame  in  other  fields  there  is  a 
tendency  to  forget  that  before  he  discovered  the  Palace  of  Minos  at  Knossos  in 
Crete  and  the  Minoan  Civilization,  Sir  Arthur  Evans  was  a  Classical  scholar  with 
an  interest  in  ancient  coins  and  British  prehistory.  In  his  youth  Sir  Arthur  followed 
his  father  in  collecting  flint  implements  and  was  the  first  person  to  recognize  the 
Aylesford  culture  and  the  Belgae.  Evans  for  a  time  was  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum, 
and  bequeathed  his  large  collection  of  coins  to  it  on  his  death.  He  published  a  number 
of  works  on  coins  before  turning  his  attention  to  Knossos  in  1900,  including  The 
Horsemen  of  Tarentum  (1889)  and  Some  Contributions  to  Sicilian  Numismatics ,  (1894), 
and  continued  to  study  and  collect  coins  until  his  death. 

The  Golden  Age 

The  most  important  advance  in  the  late  nineteenth  century  was  the  publication 
of  the  British  Museum  Catalogues ,  works  which  were  not  merely  catalogues  but  which 
included  in  their  notes  a  wealth  of  valuable  material.  There  were  twenty-nine  volumes 
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of  the  Catalogue  of  Greek  Coins ,  the  first  volume  of  which  was  published  in  1873. 
By  1900  twenty-two  volumes  of  this  had  been  published.  The  names  that  are  linked 
with  the  enterprise  are  Barclay  Head,  Percy  Gardner,  R.  S.  Poole,  Warwick  Wroth 
and  later  G.  F.  Hill.  Apart  from  the  volumes  covering  Greek  coins  other  catalogues 
were  published  in  the  late  nineteenth  century  of  Indian  coins,  various  series  of 
Medieval  coins  and  at  the  beginning  of  this  century  Warwick  Wroth’s  volumes  on 
Imperial  Byzantine  Coins  (2  vols.,  1908)  and  Coins  of  the  Vandals ,  Ostrogoths  and 
Lombards  (1911)  were  added  to  the  list. 

These  men,  and  particularly  Barclay  Head,  were  responsible  for  the  development 
of  the  chronology  of  Greek  coins  on  the  basis  of  style.  This  was  a  study  in  typology 
par  excellence ,  and  coupled  with  a  careful  study  of  the  historical  evidence  and 
epigraphy  enabled  the  writers  to  date  Greek  coins  often  to  within  a  very  narrow 
chronological  horizon.  Their  dating  has  often  been  questioned  since,  and  in  some 
fields  where  much  new  information  has  come  to  light  (as  in  the  case  of  Athenian 
coinage)  has  been  appreciably  altered,  but  it  is  a  tribute  to  their  scholarship  that  as 
a  whole  their  dating  stands  as  valid  today  as  it  did  seventy  years  ago. 

Barclay  Head  was  undoubtedly  the  greatest  numismatist  of  his  day,  and  possibly 
has  claims  to  being  the  greatest  numismatist  in  the  history  of  the  discipline.  Perhaps 
his  greatest  work  is  Historia  Numorum ,  a  complete  study  of  Greek  coins  in  one  volume, 
describing  them  region  by  region.  The  first  edition  of  this  book  was  published  in 
1887,  and  it  appeared  in  a  greatly  enlarged  edition  again  in  1910,  filling  over  a 
thousand  pages.  In  spite  of  its  length  it  is  an  outstanding  feat  of  compression, 
describing  most  of  the  main  types  with  a  background  commentary,  and  is  a  work 
which  exemplifies  nineteenth  century  scholarship  at  its  greatest.  As  a  more  modern 
authority  on  Greek  coins,  Charles  Seltman,  has  pointed  out,  any  attempt  to  write  a 
similar  work  today  would  be  merely  a  thankless  task  of  addition  and  amendation 
where  it  was  required.  Historia  Numorum  still  stands  on  all  numismatists’  shelves, 
a  constant  source  book  for  the  coins  of  minor  states  seldom  discussed  in  later  books  on 
the  history  of  Greek  coinage.  Apart  from  this  book,  Head  was  responsible  for 
numerous  articles  and  several  books  on  Greek  coins,  of  which  perhaps  the  best 
known  are  Coins  of  the  Ancients  and  The  Coinage  of  Lydia  and  Persia. 

In  the  late  nineteenth  century  Greek  coins  were  foremost  in  the  attention  of 
numismatists  and  Roman  coins  tended  to  be  neglected,  though  one  important 
contribution  was  made  by  Ernest  Babelon,  who  in  1885-6  published  his  standard 
work  on  Roman  Republican  coins,  Monnaies  de  la  republique  romaine ,  a  work  which 
was  of  value  in  that  it  employed  sequence  dating  by  hoards  for  the  chronology  of 
Roman  Republican  denarii.  At  the  beginning  of  this  century  Babelon  followed  it  up 
with  his  monumental  study  of  ancient  coinage  as  a  whole,  the  Traite  des  monnaies 
grecques  et  romaines.  This  was  an  Era  when  such  surveys  covering  wide  fields  seemed, 
and  in  fact  were,  within  the  scope  of  one  man’s  knowledge,  though  they  were 
Herculean  tasks  which  a  modern  scholar  would  seldom  try  to  emulate,  even  if  he 
had  the  knowledge.  Roman  coins,  from  the  historical  point  of  view,  were  approached 
by  G.  F.  Hill  in  his  Handbook  of  Greek  and  Roman  Coins  and  Historical  Roman  Coins. 

Popularization 

The  late  nineteenth  century  interest  in  numismatics  was  by  no  means  an  isolated 
phenomenon,  and  can  be  matched  by  a  Late  Victorian  trend  in  many  disciplines  of 
a  cultural  nature  towards  a  new  “scientific”  approach.  It  was  the  great  age  of 
scientific  development,  and  in  the  last  quarter  century  rapid  developments  were 
made  in  many  fields  of  discovery. 

It  was  an  age  of  popularization  too,  and  the  old  core  of  antiquaries,  the  landed 
gentry,  the  clergy  and  the  doctors,  was  augmented  by  an  ever  increasing  number  of 
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the  middle  classes,  who,  benefiting  from  the  wealth  and  hitherto  unknown  social 
prosperity  of  Victoria  s  British  Empire,  were  able  to  turn  their  surplus  money  and 
time  to  the  pursuit  of  culture. 

In  this  period  the  number  of  coin  collectors  in  Britain  increased,  though  as  yet 
there  w7ere  few7  local  societies  to  cater  for  them.  The  British  Numismatic  Society 
was  not  founded  until  1903,  and  the  first  important  regional  society,  the  Yorkshire 
Numismatic  Society,  not  until  six  years  later.  An  attempt  however  to  supply  this 
new  group  of  collectors  with  information  resulted  in  a  spate  of  popular  literature, 
and  we  witness  the  publication  of  a  number  of  short-lived  journals.  In  1880  the 
Coin  Collector's  Nezcs  was  launched,  an  eight  paged  magazine  which  appeared  every 
fortnight  priced  2d.  After  six  issues  it  was  replaced  by  another  magazine,  the 
Numismatical  Quarterly ,  which  cost  3d.  and  which  met  with  no  better  financial 
success  than  its  predecessor.  It  was  embodied  in  the  Foreign  Stamp  Journal,  which 
became  the  Stamp  Collectors'  Journal,  Coin  Collectors'  News  and  Brie  a  Brae  Chronicle 
(splendid  fin  de  siecle  title!),  which  ran  for  three  years.  In  1886  yet  another  publication 
was  launched,  the  Numismatic  Magazine,  a  16-page  monthly  also  priced  2d.,  which 
dwindled  to  6  pages  by  1903  when  it  too  disappeared  from  the  scene.  Another 
short-lived  publication  which  reflects  the  collecting  boom  of  the  1890s  was 
Numismatology,  which  ran  for  three  years. 

Themes  of  Study  in  the  Golden  Age 

Two  themes  were  particularly  important  in  the  studies  of  the  fin  de  siecle 
numismatists,  metrology  and  the  theory  of  the  origins  of  coinage  and  the  development 
of  coin  types.  About  the  latter  perhaps  a  little  more  may  be  said.  The  dispute  had 
started  as  early  as  1837  when  Burgon,  who  was  on  the  Staff  of  the  British  Museum, 
suggested  that  from  earliest  times  until  the  end  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  religion 
was  the  sole  inspiration  for  coin  types.  The  argument  was  taken  further  in  1869  by 
a  German,  Curtius,  who  claimed  that  coins  in  antiquity  had  a  religious  connection 
in  that  they  were  struck  in  temples.  This  so-called  “religious  theory  of  coin  types” 
was  not  generally  accepted,  and  Head  claimed  that  coin  types  were  originally  the 
seal  of  the  issuing  authority  which  guaranteed  their  weight  and  fineness  so  that  the 
piece  of  metal  did  not  require  to  be  weighed  every  time  it  changed  hands.  Professor 
Ridgeway,  one  of  the  most  versatile  figures  of  the  late  nineteenth  century,  brought 
forward  another  theory  in  his  book  The  Origins  of  Currency  and  Weight  Standards, 
in  which  he  suggested  that  coin  types  depicted  in  the  earliest  times  the  objects  which 
they  replaced  when  money  barter  gave  way  to  coinage.  This  was  known  as  the 
“commercial  theory”.  The  dispute  was  settled  in  1905  by  Sir  George  Macdonald, 
who  ranks  as  one  of  the  greatest  British  numismatists  after  Head,  when  he  published 
Coin  Types,  Their  Origin  and  Development.  In  this  work  Macdonald  demonstrated 
that  coin  types  were  originally  heraldic,  and  were  religious  insofar  as  heraldic  devices 
and  seals  were  frequently  of  a  religious  nature,  coining  being  originally  a  process 
akin  to  sealing. 

Sir  George  Macdonald 

Sir  George  Macdonald  deserves  our  notice  here  as  he  was  both  numismatist 
and  archaeologist,  and  devoted  much  time  to  considering  the  problems  of  coins  in 
archaeology.  Keeper  of  the  Hunter  Cabinet,  Glasgow  University,  he  devoted  his 
archaeological  studies  in  the  first  place  to  the  excavation  of  sites  on  the  Antonine 
Wall,  a  programme  which  was  marked  by  the  publication  of  his  Roman  Wall  in 
Scotland,  which  first  appeared  in  1911,  then  in  an  enlarged  edition  in  1934.  He 
pioneered  studies  of  coin  hoards  and  problems  of  distribution,  most  notable  among 
these  being  his  study  of  Greek  coins  in  the  British  Isles  and  his  study  of  Roman  coin 
finds  in  Scotland.  His  work  has  been  carried  on  since  his  death  by  Dr.  Anne 
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Robertson,  his  pupil,  who  has  extended  his  work  on  Roman  coin  finds  in  Scotland 
and  has  made  an  invaluable  study  of  Roman  coin  hoards  in  Britain  as  a  whole. 

In  the  field  of  British  coin  studies  less  work  was  done  at  this  time  than  in  other 
fields,  though  one  or  two  notable  works  were  published.  They  include  Edward 
Burns’  work  on  the  Coinage  of  Scotland  (1887),  the  British  Museum  Catalogue  of 
Anglo-Saxon  Coins  (1895)  by  Keary,  and  Hildebrand’s  work  on  the  Anglo-Saxon 
coins  in  the  National  Museum  at  Stockholm,  the  Anglosachsiska  Mynt ,  (1881). 

MATTHEW  BOULTON:  HIS  COINS,  TOKENS  &  MEDALS.

A  paper  read  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Numismatic  Society. 

What  does  the  name  Matthew  Boulton  conjure  up?  To  many  collectors 
probably  just  “Cartwheel”  pennies  and  twopenny  pieces,  but  little  else.  We  are, 
nowadays,  all  familiar  with  h  and  kn  pennies  made  outside  the  Royal  Mint,  but  how 
did  it  come  about  that  near  the  end  of  the  18th  century  regal  coinage,  long  jealously 
guarded,  was  made  under  contract  by  a  private  concern?  To  arrive  at  the  answer, 
we  must  briefly  run  through  the  career  of  its  maker,  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  the  present 
subject  and  view  some  of  his  other  numismatic  output.  I  do  not  intend  to  touch  on 
the  then  state  of  the  copper  coinage  nor  with  Boulton’s  long  agitation  to  reform  it — - 
which  have  been  adequately  dealt  with  elsewhere — but  rather  to  show,  by  bringing 
together  a  few  specimens  of  his  work,  how  he  came  to  be  in  a  position  by  1797  to  be 
able  to  do  so. 

Matthew  Boulton  was  born  in  1728  at  Snow  Hill,  Birmingham,  the  son  of  another 
Matthew  Boulton,  a  manufacturer  of  steel  buckles  for  shoes  and  kneebreeches.  He 
duly  entered  his  father’s  business,  becoming  a  partner  in  1749.  His  father  died  ten 
years  later.  In  1761/62  he  built  Soho  Manufactory  on  Handsworth  Heath,  1|  miles 
from  Snow  Hill,  replacing  an  existing  watermill,  a  rolling  mill  for  metals,  built  over 
the  Hockley  Brook,  a  tributary  of  the  River  Tame.  He  then  entered  into  partnership 
with  John  Fothergill  until  1781  and  together  they  produced  also  die-stamped  metal 
buttons,  steel  jewellery  and  other  trinkets.  He  also  took  up  the  manufacture  of 
Sheffield  Plate  and  then  silver  plate,  being  a  prime  mover  in  the  establishment  of 
Birmingham  Assay  Office  in  1773.  Next  year  he  purchased  Dr.  Roebuck’s  interest 
in  James  Watt’s  steam  pumping  engine  with  his  patent  external  condenser.  Although 
the  Newcomen  steam  engine  had  been  in  use  for  about  fifty  years,  it  was  very  extra¬ 
vagant  with  coal  and  Watt’s  invention  proved  a  great  saving  in  steam  and  fuel.  For, 
in  spite  of  popular  belief,  James  Watt  did  not  “invent  the  steam  engine”,  but  he 
certainly  invented  improvements  which,  with  Boulton’s  help,  firmly  launched  steam 
power  into  the  industrial  world.  Watt  came  to  Soho  in  1774  and  re-erected  there  the 
engine  on  which  he  had  been  working  in  Scotland.  With  this  water  from  the  mill- 
race  was  pumped  back  again  and  so  maintained  a  good  head  of  water  when  the  river 
level  itself  was  rather  low.  After  an  accident  to  the  block  tin  cylinder,  a  new  cast  iron 
one  was  obtained  from  John  Wilkinson,  ironmaster,  of  Bersham,  near  Wrexham, 
who  had  just  previously  invented  a  mill  for  boring  out  cannon  with  a  greater  accuracy 
than  had  ever  been  obtained  before.  In  1775  Watt’s  patent  was  extended  for  twenty 
five  years  and  Boulton  and  Wact  entered  into  partnership  for  the  same  period.  This 
first  exhibit  is  a  medal  by  J.  Moore,  dated  1871,  showing  the  heads  of  the  two 
partners.  The  reverse  bears  the  inscription:  James  watt  &  co.  late  boulton  & 

WATT  ENGINEERS  LONDON  &  SOHO  BIRMINGHAM. 

By  1780  they  were  making  improved  pumping  engines  for  the  Cornish  tin  and 
copper  mines.  So  far,  though,  only  reciprocating  up  and  down  pumping  action  had 
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been  achieved,  but  by  1783  circular  motion  had  been  obtained  and  the  first  rotative 
engine  was  supplied  to  John  Wilkinson  for  his  tilt-hammer  at  Bradley,  near  Bilston, 
Staffordshire.  Incidentally,  we  now  get  the  first  application  of  the  term  “horse¬ 
power”,  since  these  engines  were  classified  not  only  by  the  diameter  of  the  cylinder, 
but  also  by  the  number  of  horses  each  was  reckoned  to  have  replaced  in  supplying 
motive  power  to  the  mills.  For  example,  a  cylinder  16  ins.  in  diameter  was  rated  at 
8  h.p.  and  one  of  24  ins.  as  20  h.p. 

In  1786  Boulton  set  up  two  coining  presses  with  which  he  produced  18  tons  of 
copper  coin  for  use  in  Sumatra  where  the  United  East  India  Company,  for  whom  he 
had  already  made  several  articles,  had  a  factory — then  meaning  a  trading  establish¬ 
ment — at  Bencoolen  (Bengkulu).  These  coins  have  the  Company’s  bale-mark  and 
the  date  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  consists  of  an  inscription  in  Malay  Arabic 
characters  giving  the  denomination,  1,  2  or  3  kapangs  and  the  Moslem  date,  1200. 
(F.  Pridmore,  Coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations.  Part  2.  Asian  Terri¬ 
tories.  Page  220.  Sumatra.  No.  6  etc.)  This  coinage  has  been  stated  by  various 
authorities  to  have  been  one  of  100  tons.  For  example,  C.  W.  Peck  in  his  “English 
Copper,  Tin  &  Bronze  Coins”  says  on  page  216  that  Boulton  “successfully  executed 
an  order  for  100  tons  of  copper  coin  for  the  Hon.  East  India  Co.  in  1786”.  I  queried 
this  as  100  tons  would  involve  a  mintage  of  over  ten  million  and  I  find  from  Boulton’s 
correspondence  that  in  fact  only  18  tons  were  coined  dated  1786.  (Exhibits:  Photo¬ 
copies  of  two  relevant  letters.  See  appendix).  From  1787  Boulton  produced  further 
coinage  for  the  Company,  but  I  will  deal  with  this  later. 

Whilst  on  a  visit  to  Paris  with  Watt  in  1786  regarding  the  possible  replacement 
of  the  machine  which  supplied  the  Palace  of  Versailles  with  water  from  the  River 
Seine,  Boulton  also  visited  the  French  mint,  where  he  met  the  Swiss  engraver  Jean 
Pierre  Droz,  whom  he  engaged  to  come  to  Soho.  Over  here  Droz  prepared  many 
patterns  for  the  copper  coinage,  but  not  one  was  accepted  for  the  English  series. 
Of  the  100  items  dealt  with  by  Peck,  I  have  only  one.  (Peck  967).  This  particular 
pattern  for  a  1788  halfpenny  has  a  raised  edge  inscription:  render  to  cesar  the 
things  which  are  cesars  and  was  struck  in  Droz’s  six-part  collar.  This  is  larger  than 
earlier  halfpennies,  being  struck  at  the  rate  of  about  28  from  a  pound  of  copper,  as 
against  previous  Georgian  ones  at  48  from  the  pound. 

1787  had  seen  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century  series  of  Traders  Tokens  with 
the  issue  of  the  pennies  and  halfpennies  of  the  Parys  Mines  Company  of  Anglesey. 
The  year  1784  is  still  being  given  for  this,  but  pennies  with  this  date  (Dalton  & 
Hamer,  Provincial  Token  Coinage  of  the  18th  century,  Anglesey  141)  are  forgeries 
of  later  manufacture.  John  Wilkinson,  of  whom  we  have  already  heard,  was  ever 
eager  to  be  one  of  the  first  to  make  use  of  a  new  idea ;  so  he  ordered  a  supply  of  tokens 
from  Boulton.  From  1787  to  1795  he  had  a  series  with  his  bust  on  the  obverse, 
engraved  by  J.  G.  Hancock,  who  had  also  engraved  the  Druid’s  head  for  the  Anglesey 
tokens,  and  on  the  reverse  the  tilt-hammer  at  Bradley  for  which  Boulton  had  supplied 
the  steam  engine.  (Dalton  &  Hamer,  Warwickshire,  340  etc.).  Of  those  dated  1788 
some  have  on  the  reverse  a  two-masted  sailing  vessel,  called  by  Dalton  &  Hamer 
“A  Barge”  (No.  336),  though  it  is  in  fact  a  small  brigantine,  but  it  probably  com¬ 
memorates  the  successful  launching  the  previous  year  of  Wilkinson’s  first  iron  boat, 
the  barge  “Trial”.  The  other  Wilkinson  tokens  with  Vulcan  on  the  reverse  were  not 
produced  by  Boulton,  nor,  of  course,  were  the  many  mules  and  forgeries  in  this 
series.  These  have  all  been  listed  under  Warwickshire.  The  edge  reading  is  willey 
SNEDSHITL  bersham  Bradley  without  any  indication  as  to  which  should  come  first. 
The  Willey  concerned,  however,  is  near  Wenlock  in  Shropshire  and  one  of  the  early 
compilers  of  these  tokens  must  have  confused  this  with  Willey  in  Warwickshire, 
near  Lutterworth.  Snedshil!  is  also  in  Shropshire,  but  Bersham  is  in  Denbighshire 
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and  Bradley  is  in  Staffordshire.  R.  C.  Bell,  in  his  “Commercial  Coins  1787-1804” 
now  lists  them  under  Shropshire,  but  incorrectly  gives  Hancock  as  the  manufacturer. 
Wilkinson  is  still  being  wrongly  described  as  “the  Warwickshire  Ironmaster”. 
One  of  Boulton’s  specialities  was  the  striking  of  coins  in  a  collar,  which  gave  a 
perfectly  circular  coin  of  a  standard  diameter  and  with  a  smooth  vertical  edge  with 
sharp  rims.  This  is  characteristic  of  most  of  his  tokens  and  coins. 

In  1789  Droz  engraved  medals  commemorating  the  recovery  of  George  III  from 
his  second  attack  of  insanity.  The  reverses  bear  the  Greek  tripod  altar  together  with 
a  serpent,  evidently  a  tribute  to  Asklepios,  God  of  Medicine  and  Healing.  The 
initials  below  the  King’s  head,  D  F,  stand  of  course  for  droz  fecit.  These  items  are 
given  in  Dalton  &  Hamer  as  pennies  (Middlesex,  National  Series,  179,  180  <&  181) 
but  they  are  really  the  first  of  Boulton’s  medals. 

Presumably  using  copper  from  their  mines  in  Wicklow,  Boulton  produced  the 
1789  Cronebane  halfpenny  for  the  Associated  Irish  Mine  Company  (D.  &  H., 
Ireland,  Wicklow  3  etc.)  with  the  head  of  a  bishop  (St.  Patrick)  on  the  obverse  and 
the  Company’s  name  and  arms  on  the  reverse.  According  to  Beil  (p.  232)  this  was 
engraved  by  Hancock  and  he  also  gives  the  manufacturer  as  “probably  Hancock”. 
However,  this  token  is  claimed  by  Boulton  &  Watt  themselves  in  a  list  reproduced  in 
W.  J.  Davis’s  “Nineteenth  Century  Token  Coinage  of  Great  Britain,  etc.”  pp.  xx 
and  xxi.  Those  with  the  name  as  Associated  Irish  Miners  Arms  are  counterfeits. 
This  head  of  St.  Patrick,  except  for  the  crozier  and  details  of  the  mitre,  is  very  much 
like  that  of  Bishop  Blaize  on  the  Leeds  token  for  H.  Brownbill  dated  1793,  which  I 
will  deal  with  later  and  which  appears  to  have  been  copied  from  it.  The  long  series 
of  genuine  dies  with  only  this  date — 1789 — might  be  accounted  for  by  their  being 
made  over  more  than  one  year,  but  without  the  date  being  altered. 

An  Anglesey  halfpenny  of  1791  is  one  of  a  small  series  with  only  18  acorns  in 
the  wreath  round  the  Druid’s  head.  (D.  &  H.,  Wales,  Anglesey  386  etc.).  The  edge 
inscription  is:  payable  in  Anglesey  or  London  leaving  out  the  usual  Liverpool, 
the  rest  of  the  edge  being  engrailed.  This  series  is  by  Boulton  and  the  edge  of  one 
variety  has  the  name  of  Taylor,  Moody  &  Co.,  which  we  shall  see  occurs  on  his 
Southampton  token.  It  seems  that  in  1791  the  Parys  Mines  Co.  came  to  the  end  of 
its  production  at  its  own  mint  in  Birmingham  and  for  that  year  obtained  most  of  its 
halfpennies  from  a  London  manufacturer,  Williams.  Boulton  also  had  a  contract, 
his  tokens  being  engraved  by  Hancock. 

In  1790  Boulton  had  patented  the  application  of  steam  power  to  working  coining 
presses  thus  replacing  the  manual  labour  required  by  the  earlier  screw  presses.  He 
had  invented  a  power-driven  machine  in  which  eight  presses  were  worked  off  one 
engine.  This  could,  if  required,  strike  coins  or  cut  out  blanks  of  eight  different  sizes 
at  once.  He  had  long  been  agitating  for  orders  for  a  government  issue  of  halfpennies, 
but  as  none  was  forthcoming  and  as  we  have  seen  that  he  had  an  interest  in  the 
Cornish  mines,  he  followed  the  Wilkinson  and  the  Cronebane  tokens  with  one  for 
Cornwall.  From  Boulton’s  papers  it  appears  that  he  actually  contemplated  issuing  a 
token  of  his  own,  but  dropped  the  idea.  The  Cornish  token  bears  a  Druid’s  head  on 
the  obverse,  the  reverse  having  the  county  arms  with  the  legend:  half  an  ounce 
cornish  copper  1791.  Below  the  head  are  the  initials  of  the  engraver,  r  d.  (D.  &  H., 
Cornwall  2).  For  the  firm  of  Gilbert  Shearer  &  Co.,  of  Glasgow,  “r  d”  (whose  initials 
appear  below  the  date)  also  engraved  the  1791  halfpenny  (D.  &  H.,  Scotland, 
Lanarkshire  2)  on  which  the  obverse  shows  the  reclining  figure  of  a  river  god,  with 
the  River  Clyde  pouring  from  an  urn  under  his  right  arm.  The  Latin  legend, 
nunquam  arescere  refers  to  the  river  as  never  drying  up.  Both  these  tokens  have 
been  attributed  to  Droz,  though  Dalton  &  Hamer  give  the  engraver  of  the  Glasgow 
one  as  probably  Roger  Dixon.  (Scotland,  Introduction  p.  iv).  This  is  queried  by 
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A.  W.  Waters  (Notes  on  Eighteenth  Century  Tokens,  p.  43)  who  suggests  Droz. 
However,  his  initials  were  ]  p  d  and  as  we  have  seen  he  usually  signed  d  f  or  droz  f. 
Of  other  French  engravers  working  for  Boulton,  one  was  Rambret  Dumarest,  who 
appears  to  be  the  real  r  d  of  these  tokens.  The  Glasgow  tokens  without  r  d  are  not 
Boulton’s  work.  Giving  his  surname,  Dumarest  also  produced  a  “promissory 
halfpenny”  dated  1791  for  the  firm  of  Taylor,  Moody  &  Co.  of  Southampton, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  edge.  (D.  &  H.,  Hampshire  89).  This  token  has  on  the 
obverse  the  helmeted  bust  of  Sir  Bevois,  a  local  folk  hero  of  the  11th  century.  The 
engraver’s  name  is  below  his  right  shoulder.  Another  token  wrongly  attributed  to 
Droz  by  Bell  (his  Yorkshire  3)  is  one  dated  1793 — by  which  time  Droz  had  returned 
to  France — for  H.  Brownbill  of  Leeds.  (D.  &  H.,  Yorkshire  29  etc.).  This  has  on  the 
obverse  the  head  of  Bishop  Blaize,  patron  saint  of  the  woolcombers,  a  view  of  Leeds 
Cloth  Hall  on  the  reverse  and  Brownbill’s  name  on  the  edge.  It  is  interesting  to 
find  that  varieties  of  Shearer’s  and  Brownbill’s  tokens  occur  each  with  the  other’s 
name  on  the  edge. 

For  Daniel  Eccleston,  of  Lancaster,  a  token  dated  1794  was  produced  bearing 
his  bust  on  the  obverse  and  a  ship  and  a  plough  on  the  reverse.  (D.  &  H.,  Lancashire 
57/8).  Here  we  have  an  early  example  of  the  idea  later  used  on  the  1797  coinage,  the 
raised  border  with  incuse  lettering,  the  broad  rim  being  a  protection  for  the  central 
design.  This  was  the  work  of  Ponthon,  another  French  engraver,  who  had  come  over 
with  Dumarest  when  Droz  returned  to  France.  In  the  early  1790s  the  scare  of  war 
had  brought  about  the  formation  of  the  Volunteer  Movement.  For  the  Penryn 
Volunteers  Ponthon  engraved  a  token  (D.  &  IT,  Cornwall  4)  which  has  on  one  side 
their  name  on  a  ribbon  above  a  shield  bearing  a  laureated  bust  in  front  of  a  pile  of 
arms  and  equipment.  The  date  3rd  April,  1794,  is  given  for  their  first  enrollment. 
The  other  side  has  a  coat  of  arms  and  the  name  of  their  Colonel,  Lord  de  Dunstan- 
ville.  Another  one  by  Ponthon  was  for  the  Roya)  Liberty  of  Havering  Atte  Bower, 
in  Essex,  the  district  covering  Hornchurch,  Romford  and  Havering.  This  has  on  the 
obverse  the  bust  of  Edward  IV  who  had  granted  the  Charter  in  1465  creating  the 
Royal  Liberty.  (D,  &  H.,  Essex  33/4).  A  fourth  token  by  Ponthon  was  for  W.  Croom, 
a  draper  of  Dundee,  with  the  city  arms  and  his  name  on  the  obverse  and  giving  on 
the  reverse  the  kind  of  goods  he  sold  “cheap”.  (D.  &  H.,  Scotland,  Angusshire  12 
etc.). 

For  Sir  George  Jackson  of  Bishop’s  Stortford,  proprietor  of  the  Stort  Navigation, 
Boulton  struck  a  token  dated  1795  with  his  family  arms  on  the  obverse  and  on  the 
reverse  a  scene  showing  the  canal  with  a  horse  drawing  a  barge.  (D.  &  H.,  Hertford¬ 
shire  4).  Sir  George  had  been  a  friend  of  Captain  Cook  who  gave  his  name  to  Port 
Jackson  at  Sydney,  New  South  Wales.  This  token  was  engraved  by  C.  H.  Kuchler, 
of  whom  we  shall  hear  more  in  due  course.  He  also  engraved  another  token  for 
Scotland,  for  Mackintosh,  Inglis  6c  Wilson  of  Inverness  in  1793  (D.  &  H.,  Invernes- 
shire  1  etc.)  and  later  on  in  1800,  one  for  R.  Woodcock’s  Bank  at  Enniscorthy,  in 
County  Wexford,  Ireland.  (D.  &  H.,  Wexford  1  etc.).  This  token  shows  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  a  castle  with  flags  flying  from  the  towers.  On  the  reverse  a  shield  bearing  the 
monogram  R  w  hangs  from  a  leafless  tree,  whilst  in  the  distance  are  some  hills,  the 
central  one  being  Vinegar  Hill,  where  in  1798  a  rebel  force  of  some  6,000  had  en¬ 
camped,  but  had  been  defeated  by  General  Lake. 

May  I,  for  a  moment,  return  to  the  engraver  Droz,  who  had  come  over  from 
France  in  1788.  In  Paris  the  French  Revolution  was  soon  to  break  out  and  a  little 
later  a  firm  of  merchants,  Monneron  Freres,  ordered  a  series  of  medals  and  tokens 
from  Boulton.  Dated  1791,  the  first  of  these,  by  Droz,  depicts  the  swearing  of  Louis 
XVI  on  accepting  the  new  Constitution  on  the  14th  September.  Two  others,  by 
Dumarest,  show  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette  and  the  writer  Rousseau.  These  seem  to 
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be  more  in  the  nature  of  medals,  but  there  are  two  tokens  by  Augustin  Dupre, 
another  French  engraver,  for  5  sols  each,  dated  1792  and  depicting  the  Oathtaking 
by  the  Deputies  on  the  14th  July,  1790,  the  first  anniversary  of  the  Fall  of  the  Bastille. 
Note  that  these  are  also  dated  Year  IV  of  Liberty,  this  calendar  dating  from  1789. 
On  the  second  one  of  these  the  reverse  inscription  is  to  the  effect  that  they  were 
redeemable  in  Assignats  of  50  sols  and  upwards.  Two  others  in  the  set  are,  one  for 
5  sols  showing  Hercules  trying  to  break  the  bundle  of  fasces  and  the  other  for  2  sols 
showing  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  “Chanticleer”  the  cockerel. 

In  the  meantime  Boulton  had  carried  on  with  his  coining  for  the  United  East 
India  Company,  who  issued  separate  coinages  for  each  Presidency.  For  Bombay  I 
have  a  set  dated  1791  for  5,  10,  15  and  20  Cash — the  Hindu  monetary  system — 
showing  the  Company’s  bale-mark  on  the  obverse  and  a  pair  of  scales  with  the  word 
for  justice  on  the  reverse.  (Craig,  Coins  of  the  World,  1750-1850.  India,  British 
1 90/3).  These  are  with  an  oblique  graining  on  the  edge. 

For  both  dates  1794  and  1797  pieces  for  1  /96th  and  1  /48th  of  a  Rupee — the  Mos¬ 
lem  unit — were  made  for  use  in  the  Circars  District  in  the  northern  part  of  Madras, 
having  on  one  side  the  Company’s  bale-mark  and  their  coat  of  arms  on  the  other. 
(Craig,  India,  British,  75/6).  Here  again  we  have  the  raised  border  with  incuse 
lettering.  Also  for  Madras  in  1803  and  1808  there  are  pieces  for  5,  10  and  20  Cash 
with  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  Company  on  the  obverse  and  the  value  in  Persian  and 
English  on  the  reverse.  The  1  Cash  coin  bears  the  lion  of  the  Company’s  crest  only. 
(Cr.,  India,  British,  112/4  &  110).  In  1804  the  East  India  Company’s  coat  of  arms 
replaced  the  former  bale-mark  on  coins  for  Bombay.  (Cr.,  India,  Bombay,  205  7) 
and  Sumatra  (Cr.,  p.  716,  Nos.  25/7). 

Coins  produced  in  Bengal  had  borne  the  date  as  the  year  of  the  reign  of  Shah 
Alam  II,  the  nominal  Mogul  Emperor.  The  Soho  version  of  the  native  pice  or  quarter 
anna,  has  the  date  as  the  37th  year  of  his  reign,  which  would  be  1795,  not  1782  as 
given  by  Atkins  in  his  “Coins  of  British  Possessions  &  Colonies”,  p.  157.  This, 
however,  was  a  “frozen”  date  and  owing  to  successive  reductions  in  weight  at  the 
Calcutta  Mint  the  coin  appears  to  be  of  the  1809  standard.  (L.  V.  W.  Wright, 
Colonial  &  Commonwealth  Coins,  Indian  Group,  Bengal  44). 

In  1802  under  the  Peace  of  Amiens — of  which  we  shall  hear  more  later — Ceylon 
was  finally  ceded  to  Great  Britain  and  became  a  Crown  Colony  under  a  Governor. 
Here  we  have  Ceylon  Government  copper  coins  dated  1802  at  192,  96  and  48  to  the 
rupee.  They  have  an  elephant  on  the  obverse  and  the  value  on  the  reverse.  (Cr., 
Ceylon  25/27). 

For  the  Sierra  Leone  Company  of  Africa,  which  took  over  what  was  originally  a 
settlement  for  liberated  black  slaves,  in  addition  to  a  silver  dollar  and  fractions 
Boulton  struck  a  copper  Cent  for  1791  with  a  lion  on  the  obverse  and  the  clasped 
hands  of  a  white  man  and  a  black  man  on  the  reverse.  The  date  1791  is  that  of  the 
formation  of  the  company;  the  coins  were  probably  struck  and  put  into  circulation 
during  the  second  half  of  1792  and  the  first  half  of  1793.  A  similar  but  larger  coin  is 
a  “One  penny  piece”.  However,  on  this  coin  the  hand  on  the  right  is  not  shaded  to 
represent  a  black  one  as  on  the  cent.  Moreover,  because  of  the  anomally  of  cents  and 
pence  in  a  decimal  coinage  with  a  unit  of  a  dollar  equivalent  to  five  shillings  and 
because  the  penny  pieces  are  rarely  found  in  a  genuinely  circulated  condition, 
Capt.  F.  Pridmore  (Spink’s  “Numismatic  Circular”,  October  1966,  p.  238)  suggests 
that  they  never  went  into  circulation  in  Sierra  Leone,  but  were  only  distributed  as 
“specimens”  to  officials,  shareholders  and  others  interested  in  the  Company,  chiefly 
in  England.  The  rather  worn  penny  in  my  collection  seems  then  to  be  more  of  the 
nature  of  a  badly  knocked  about  pattern  than  a  currency  issue.  (Cr.,  Sierra  Leone 
Co.,  1  &  2). 
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A  silver  coinage  was  produced  for  the  African  Company  of  the  Gold  Coast, 
dated  1796.  (Q\,  Gold  Coast  1/4).  For  the  American  continent  I  can  only  just 
mention  the  following:  Two  Washington  cents  of  1791,  (R.  S.  Yeoman,  Guide 
Book  to  United  States  Coins,  pp.  52/3,  Eagle  reverses  only);  the  Myddelton  token 
for  the  British  Settlement,  Kentucky,  1796,  (Yeoman,  p.  47);  and  a  halfpenny  for  the 
Copper  Company  of  Upper  Canada,  1794,  engraved  by  Ponthon.  (J.  E.  Charlton, 
Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins,  Tokens  &  Paper  Money,  No.  103).  This  last 
is  also  muled  with  the  Kentucky  token  to  give  a  second  date,  1796.  (Yeoman,  p.  48 
&  Charlton  No.  104). 

I  think  I  have  now  shown  that  by  1797  Boulton  had  had  plenty  of  practice  at 
coining,  so  that  Kiichler’s  pennies  and  twopenny  pieces  were  not  produced  just 
“out  of  the  blue”,  but  had  eleven  years’  experience  behind  them.  Boulton  had  secured 
the  services  of  Conrad  Heinrich  Kiichler,  a  Flemish  engraver,  in  1793,  and  his 
1797  “Cartwheel”  coins  will  be  well  known.  Pattern  halfpennies  and  farthings  of 
the  same  design  were  also  made,  like  these  two,  (Peck  1157  &  1189)  but  Boulton 
was  unable  to  secure  a  contract  for  them.  However,  he  was  successful  with  the  1799 
halfpenny  and  farthing  by  Kiichler,  who  also  engraved  the  further  issue  of  pennies, 
halfpennies  and  farthings  dated  1806  and  1807.  On  this  last  issue  the  red  cross  of 
St.  Patrick  has  been  added  to  the  shield,  which  formerly  bore  only  St.  George’s 
cross  and  the  white  diagonal  cross  of  St.  Andrew.  We  shall  see  the  reason  for  this 
later.  Kiichler  was  also  responsible  for  the  engraving  when  Spanish  dollars  were 
overstruck  in  1804  to  form  Bank  of  England  5/-  Dollars,  with  Britannia  on  the  reverse 
(Cr.,  Great  Britain  41),  and  6/-  Tokens  for  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  with  Hibernia  on 
the  reverse  (Cr.,  Ireland  11).  Kiichler’s  work  accounts  for  over  300  items  in  Peck. 
Boulton’s  English  coinage  amounted,  in  round  figures,  to  £6,000  in  twopenny 
pieces,  £311,000  in  pennies,  £358,000  in  halfpennies  and  £10,000  in  farthings, 
totalling  £685,000,  which  I  make  only  a  little  more  than  the  Royal  Mint’s  production 
of  about  157  million  pennies  in  1966  alone. 

For  the  Isle  of  Man  pennies  and  halfpennies  were  struck  in  1798  similar  to  the 
English  1797  pennies,  but  with  the  reverse  showing  the  Island’s  three-legged  device. 
(Cr.,  Isle  of  Man  4  &  6).  This  issue  was  repeated  in  1813,  but  this  was  after  the  death 
of  Boulton;  he  died  in  1809. 

For  Ireland  pennies  and  halfpennies  were  struck  in  1805  and  farthings  in  1806, 
bearing  a  head  of  George  III  similar  to  that  used  for  the  English  1799  issue.  (Cr., 
Ireland  6,  5  &  3).  All  these  were  the  work  of  Kiichler. 

The  head  of  George  III  from  a  pattern  halfpenny  by  Droz,  (Peck  975)  occurs  on 
the  penny  for  Bermuda  dated  1793,  (Cr.,  Bermuda  1)  and  Kiichler’s  obverse  for  the 
1806/7  halfpenny  was  used  for  an  issue  for  the  Bahamas.  (Cr.,  Bahamas  1).  Each  of 
these  bears  a  ship  on  the  reverse. 

Although  it  does  not  concern  Boulton  himself,  I  think  this  is  the  place  to  bring 
in  another,  but  later,  item.  As  Boulton’s  mint  was  a  private  concern,  the  Royal  Mint 
had  no  control  over  his  dies  when  they  became  obsolete.  When  the  business  was 
sold  in  1848,  Ralph  Heaton  &  Son,  of  Birmingham,  acquired  two  reverse  dies  of  the 
English  1806/7  penny.  After  removing  the  name  soho  from  the  rock  by  the  shield 
and  also  on  one  substituting  h  &  s,  they  used  these  dies  when  producing  the  first  of 
the  Australian  penny  tokens,  two  for  Annand,  Smith  &  Co.,  of  Melbourne,  in  1849. 
The  olive  branches  show  two  different  dies.  (A.  Andrews,  Australasian  Tokens  & 
Coins,  17/8).  These  were  put  into  circulation  on  the  20th  October,  1849  and  the 
Numismatic  Society  of  Victoria  duly  issued  a  medal  in  1949  to  mark  the  centenary 
of  this  occasion. 

Finally  there  are  three  foreign  copper  ones,  which  though  not  produced  by 
Boulton  also  have  a  connection  with  him.  The  first  is  a  Russian  2  Kopeck  piece, 
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dated  1811,  from  the  St.  Petersburg  Mint,  under  Alexander  I.  (Cr.,  Russia  118). 
This  was  struck  in  coining  machinery  supplied  by  Boulton  in  1799,  for  which  export 
was  authorised  by  a  special  Act  of  Parliament,  39,  Geo.  Ill,  chap.  96.  This  was 
struck  in  Boulton’s  typical  plain  collar.  The  other  two  are  Danish  coins  from  the 
Copenhagen  Mint,  for  which  Boulton  supplied  the  machinery  in  1 804  under  another 
Act,  44,  Geo.  Ill,  chap.  70.  These  are  the  Frederick  VI  Rigsbank  skilling  of  1813, 
(Cr.,  Denmark  93)  with  his  head  on  the  obverse  and  the  1818  skilling  with  a  coat  of 
arms  and  1/96  Rigsbankdaler  on  the  obverse.  (Cr.,  Denmark  101).  These  two  have 
different  versions  of  Boulton’s  security  edge  introduced  in  1799.  One  of  Boulton’s 
last  contracts  was,  of  course,  for  the  establishment  of  the  new  Royal  Mint  on  Tower 
Hill,  but  he  did  not  live  to  see  it  in  operation. 

I  can  now  break  into  another  numismatic  held,  the  one  relating  to  historical 
commemorative  medallions.  Kiichler  also  produced  a  number  of  these.  Although  his 
first  pattern  halfpennies  are  dated  1795,  five  of  the  medals  I  have  relate  to  events 
of  the  previous  three  years.  It  will  be  seen  how  the  larger  flans  give  more  scope  to 
the  artist.  The  first  one  has  on  the  obverse  the  bust  of  Charles,  Alarquis  Cornwallis. 
He  went  to  India  in  1786  as  Governor  General  and  Commander  in  Chief,  and  in 
1792  he  broke  the  power  of  Tippoo  Sahib,  the  Sovereign  of  Mysore.  The  reverse  of 
this  medal,  dated  1793,  depicts  the  occasion  of  the  Sultan  surrendering  his  two  young 
sons  as  hostages  for  his  observance  of  the  peace  treaty.  A  second  war  with  him  in 
1799  resulted  in  the  capture  of  Seringapatam  for  which  Kiichler  engraved  another 
medal. 

For  the  glorious  first  of  June  a  medal  was  struck  with  the  portrait  of  Earl 
Howe  on  the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse  the  battle  scene  of  the  victory  over  the 
French  ships  guarding  a  convoy  carrying  corn  from  America  to  France,  off  Cape 
Ushant,  on  the  1st  June,  1794.  After  Admiral  Nelson’s  victory  of  the  Nile  on  the 
1st  August,  1798,  Alexander  Davison,  his  prize-agent,  commissioned  a  medal  from 
Boulton  which  he  presented  to  the  officers  and  men  engaged.  This  has  on  the  obverse 
the  figure  of  Pax  supporting  a  shield  bearing  a  bust  of  Nelson ;  the  other  side  shows 
the  British  Fleet  sailing  into  Aboukir  Bay.  It  was  for  this  victory  that  Nelson  was 
raised  to  the  peerage.  Matthew  Boulton  himself  presented  a  medal  to  the  survivors 
of  Trafalgar. 

I  have  five  Kiichler  medals  bearing  the  head  of  George  III.  The  first  commem¬ 
orates  victories  over  the  French  and  shows  Britannia  seated  and  holding  up  a  figure  of 
Victory,  whilst  behind  her  is  a  pile  of  captured  arms  and  equipment.  Although  this 
is  dated  1798,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Britannia’s  shield  already  bears  the  cross 
of  St.  Patrick,  not  added  until  1801,  and  so  seems  to  give  a  nineteenth  century  date 
for  striking.  The  next  one  relates  to  the  unsuccessful  attempt  at  the  assassination  of 
the  King  on  15th  May,  1800,  by  a  discharged  soldier,  James  Hadfield,  who  tried  to 
shoot  him  as  he  was  entering  the  royal  box  at  Drury  Lane  Theatre.  The  reverse 
shows  a  lighted  altar  with  smoke  ascending  towards  a  radiate  Eye.  Union  with  Ireland : 
By  the  Act  of  Union,  on  the  1st  January,  1801,  the  parliaments  and  churches  of 
England  and  Ireland  were  united,  hence  the  cross  of  St.  Patrick  on  the  shield  on  the 
1806/7  coins,  forming  the  Union  Jack  as  we  now  know  it.  The  reverse  of  this  medal 
shows  Britannia  and  Hibernia  shaking  hands,  but  Britannia’s  shield  does  not  yet 
bear  St.  Patrick’s  cross.  The  reverse  of  the  medal  for  the  Peace  of  Amiens,  1802, 
shows  the  figure  of  Peace  applying  a  lighted  torch  to  a  pile  of  war  trophies  and  holding 
an  olive  branch  aloft  in  her  left  hand.  This  treaty  marked  only  a  truce  in  the  struggle 
between  Great  Britain  and  France,  as  war  broke  out  again  in  1803.  Although  pro¬ 
duced  after  Boulton’s  death,  one  of  Kiichler’s  last  medals,  as  he  died  in  1810,  is 
one  on  the  obverse  of  which  is  the  later  bust  of  George  III,  similar  to  that  on  the 
1806/7  coinage,  but  facing  left.  This  medal  is  not  signed,  but  it  bears  on  the  trunca- 
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tion  of  the  King’s  left  shoulder  three  raised  dots,  which  constitute  one  of  Kiichler’s 
privy-marks.  The  reverse  shows  the  arms  of  the  City  of  Salisbury  and  commemorates 
the  completion  in  1810  of  50  years  of  the  King’s  reign.  If,  as  I  presume,  the  City 
Corporation  commissioned  the  medal,  it  must  be  one  of  the  forerunners  of  the  many 
medals  for  Queen  Victoria’s  Jubilees,  which  were  issued  by  towns  and  cities  all  over 
the  country  and  bear  their  coats  of  arms. 

Kiichler  also  recorded  foreign  events.  In  Sweden,  owing  to  internal  strife,  a 
conspiracy  was  made  against  the  life  of  the  King,  Gustavus  III,  whose  bust  appears 
on  the  obverse  of  a  medal  by  Kiichler.  On  16th  March,  1792,  an  attack  was  made  on 
the  king  at  a  ball  in  the  Opera  House,  Stockholm,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  little  panel 
on  the  reverse.  This  resulted  in  his  death  on  the  29th  March. 

I  have  two  medals  of  Louis  XVI  and  Marie  Antoinette  of  France,  showing  both 
heads  on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  of  the  first  of  these  the  King  is  bidding  farewell 
to  his  family  before  his  execution  on  the  morning  of  21st  January,  1793.  The  second 
one  shows  the  scene  at  the  guillotine  a  few  minutes  afterwards,  with  the  executioner, 
Sanson,  holding  up  the  severed  head  of  the  King.  This  reverse,  however,  is  not  by 
Kiichler,  but  it  is  signed  just  P.  This  has  been  attributed  to  an  engraver  of  the  name 
of  Phillips.  (British  Museum  Guide  to  the  Exhibition  of  Historical  Medals,  1924, 
p.  122,  No.  79).  The  Latin  inscription  is  a  quotation  from  the  works  of  the  1st 
century  Roman  poet,  Lucan,  during  the  reign  of  Nero:  “And  Gauls,  shaking  blood- 
red  locks,  howled  evil  tidings  to  the  world”.  Kiichler’s  medal  for  the  execution  of 
Marie  Antoinette,  showing  her  riding  in  a  tumbril,  also  bears  an  appropriate  quota¬ 
tion  from  Lucan:  “Lo,  a  second  victim”. 

In  1796/7  Napoleon  Bonaparte  had  had  a  successful  campaign  in  Italy.  However, 
in  1799,  a  joint  Russo- Austrian  army  under  the  Russian  General  Suworow,  (on  the 
obverse  of  this  medal)  defeated  the  French  at  the  Battle  of  Cassano  on  April  28th 
and  Suworow  was  hailed  as  the  liberator  of  Italy  from  the  French.  The  reverse 
of  a  medal  by  Kiichler  to  celebrate  the  event  shows  Mars  rescuing  Italia  from  a 
fallen  French  soldier.  Success  was  short-lived,  though,  for  the  Russians  and  Austrians 
soon  parted  company  and  in  May,  1800,  Bonaparte  led  an  army  over  the  St.  Gothard 
Pass  into  Italy,  entered  Milan  on  the  2nd  June  and  defeated  the  Austrians  at  the 
Battle  of  Marengo  on  the  14th  June. 

Another  medal  shows  on  the  obverse  Ferdinand  iv,  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies — 
Naples  and  Sicily — who  had  fled  to  Palermo  in  1798.  He  returned  to  Naples  on  the 
19th  July,  1799,  and  hoisted  his  standard  on  Nelson’s  flagship,  “Foudroyant”,  which 
had  already  anchored  there.  The  reverse  depicts  the  “Foudroyant”  in  Naples 
Harbour  with  Ferdinand  and  his  party  on  the  quay.  For  his  assistance  to  Ferdinand, 
Nelson  was  made  Duke  of  Bronte. 

This,  then,  completes  the  small  selection  of  iVIatthew  Boulton’s  output  that  I 
have.  There  are  other  coins  and  patterns,  tokens  and  medals,  and,  as  I  have  said,  a 
list  can  be  found  in  “Nineteenth  Century  Token  Coinage  of  Great  Britain,  etc.” 
by  W.  J.  Davis.  Although  Tames  Watt’s  partnership  terminated  in  1800,  he  and 
Boulton  each  had  a  son,  James  Watt  Junior  and  Matthew  Robinson  Boulton,  who 
had  married  a  niece  of  John  Wilkinson,  and  they  were  taken  into  partnership  with 
Boulton  and  carried  on  the  business  after  his  death  in  1809.  M.  R.  Boulton  died  in 
1842  and  James  Watt  Junior  took  in  other  partners  as  James  Watt  &  Co.  When  he 
died  in  1848,  the  Manufactory  and  its  contents  were  sold  and  the  buildings  de¬ 
molished,  but  work  was  carried  on  at  Soho  Foundry,  erected  by  Boulton  at  Smeth¬ 
wick  in  1795.  Here  the  firm  was  in  competition  with  Ralph  Heaton  &  Sen.  Part  of 
this  building  is  now  incorporated  in  the  works  of  W.  &  T.  Avery  Ltd.,  producers  of 
weighing  machinery.  They  have  described  themselves  as  “Proprietors  of  the  firm 
of  James  Watt  &  Co.”  which  had  lingered  on  till  1898.  This,  then,  brings  us  back  to 
where  we  started  with  the  medal  of  the  two  partners. 
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Whether  we  would  ever  have  heard  of  Matthew7  Boulton  if  it  had  not  been  for 
James  Watt,  or  even  of  James  Watt  without  Matthew  Boulton,  I  cannot  say,  but  it 
is  of  interest  to  find  that  this  year  will  see  the  second  centenary  of  their  first  meeting, 
at  Soho,  at  the  end  of  August,  1768,  when  Watt  w7as  returning  to  Scotland  from 
London  after  taking  out  his  first  patent. 

I  will  close  with  the  words  of  the  late  C.  Wilson  Peck,  w7ho  devoted  about  a 
quarter  of  his  monumental  work  on  English  Copper,  Tin  &  Bronze  Coinage  to  the 
output  from  Soho.  He  described  the  subject  of  this  paper  as,  “Matthew  Boulton, 
one  of  the  foremost  industrialists  of  his  time,  the  mere  mention  of  whose  name  marks 
an  epoch  in  the  art  of  coining”. 

APPENDIX 

In  the  above  I  have  already  referred  to  Peck’s  statement  regarding  the  “100  tons 
of  copper  coinage”  for  the  United  East  India  Company  in  1786.  Under  the  reference 
quoted,  Pridmore  also  gives  this  figure  and  H.  W.  Linecar  in  “Coins”,  page  34, 
again  brings  in  the  100  tons.  I  think  this  can  all  be  traced  back  to  H.  W.  Dickinson 
in  his  biography  /‘Matthew7  Boulton”,  (1936),  page  136,  where  he  says,  “  ...  he 
was  enabled  in  1786  to  execute  successfully  an  order  for  copper  coinage  amounting 
to  100  tons  for  the  Honourable  East  India  Company.”  Mr.  A.  H.  Westwood,  Assay 
Master  of  Birmingham  Assay  Office,  where  much  of  Boulton’s  correspondence  is 
preserved,  very  kindly  sent  me  photo  copies  of  two  relevant  letters  and  with  his 
permission  I  can  give  a  few  details. 

Boulton’s  letter  dated  16th  May,  1787,  to  Mr.  Wissett  (of  the  East  India  Co.  in 
London)  says:  “The  remainder  of  the  18  Ton  ordered  for  the  Year  1786  will  be  all 
sent  from  hence  next  week”.  This  letter  is  in  reply  to  one  from  Rob.  Wissett  at 
East  India  House,  dated  12th  May,  1787,  which  is  even  more  precise.  He  says: 
“The  Coinage  for  1786  wras  directed  to  be  continued  to  the  weight  of  the  copper 
originally  sent  you  viz.  360  cwt.  2  qr.  17  lb.”.  How  this  became  100  tons  I  don’t 
know,  but  my  suggestion  is  that  when  Dickinson’s  handwritten  notes  were  being 
copied  a  rather  sloping  figure  8  tumbled  right  over  so  that  18  became  100.  He  wrote 
as  an  engineer,  not  as  a  numismatist,  for  on  page  140  he  credits  Boulton  with  the 
Vulcan  reverses  for  Wilkinson’s  tokens  together  with  the  various  mules.  Moreover, 
how  can  one  explain  the  final  sentence  to  this  paragraph,  “This  coinage  of  tokens 
continued  till  the  Government  bronze  coinage  was  introduced  in  1843  ?” 

Other  points  of  interest  in  the  letters  are  that  the  price  of  copper  then  was  not 
more  than  £84  per  ton  delivered  at  Birmingham;  that  the  East  India  Company 
arranged  for  the  supply  of  the  copper;  that  30  tons  had  been  ordered  for  the  1787 
coinage  and  that  two  coining  presses  were  in  use.  These  would,  at  that  time,  have 
been  manually  operated  ones.  There  is  a  medal  with  an  abbreviated  inscription  in 
French  (Dickinson,  PI.  X  (1)  &  p.  144),  which  seems  to  indicate  that  the  first  steam- 
driven  press  was  erected  in  1788,  the  relative  part  of  the  legend,  expanded,  being, 
“BOULTON  ERIGEA  A  SOHO  ANGLETERRE  1788  UNE  MACHINE  A  VAPEUR  POUR  FRAPPER 
MONNAIE”. 

The  East  India  Company’s  letter  photographed  is,  of  course,  the  original. 
Boulton’s  letter  is  the  copy  preserved  in  the  office  copying  book  by  means  of  the 
screw-down  copying  press,  which  had  been  invented  by  Watt  and  patented  by  him 
in  1780  and  for  the  manufacture  of  which  Boulton  formed  a  new  partnership.  This 
method  of  copying  was  not  superceded  until  the  introduction  of  carbon  paper  well 
over  a  century  later. 

The  list  of  Boulton  &  Watt’s  coins,  tokens  and  medals  given  in  Davis,  referred 
to  in  the  talk,  is  a  copy  of  a  circular  letter  printed  for  the  firm  in  the  1830s  or  1840s. 
It  is  not  complete  and  a  few  of  the  dates  given  are  inaccurate,  e.g.  Bermuda  1791 
should  be  1793,  Bahama  1804  should  be  1806  7  and  Gold  Coast  1786  should  be  1796. 
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CIVIL  WAR  HOARDS  IN  ENGLAND  AND  IRELAND. 

By  W.  A.  Seaby,  F.S.A.,  Director ,  Ulster  Museum. 

I  have  read  with  great  interest  Mr.  I.  D.  Brown’s  paper  on  Treasures  of  the  Civil 
War  in  the  June  Bulletin.  It  so  happened  that  shortly  after  Mr.  Brown’s  earlier 
publication  in  B.N.J. ,  quite  independently  I  submitted  an  article  on  two  Civil  War 
(Irish  Rebellion)  hoards  from  Ulster,  and  appended  summaries  of  those  hoards  of 
which  I  had  some  details.  While  my  original  list  of  27  hoards  could  now  be  slightly 
lengthened,  the  table  on  pp,  412/3  of  B.N.J.  XXIX  and  the  percentages  on  p.  414 
remain  substantially  the  same. 

Two  things  will  be  noticed:  ( a )  that  over  6%  of  coins  in  our  Irish  hoards  are 
made  up  of  foreign  silver  accepted  by  weight/ value  in  Ireland  chiefly  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  holding  sterling,  English  coins  being  much  less  used  in  Ireland  during 
the  17th  century  owing  to  their  enhanced  value  against  the  reduced  Irish  silver  and 
base  silver  coins  (when  sterling  did  get  here  through  trade  or  warfare  it  was  either 
hoarded  or  marketed  back  to  England);  ( b )  the  proportion  of  coins  of  Charles  I  is 
much  lower  than  in  England,  not  only  because  coins  took  a  fair  length  of  time  to 
reach  Ireland,  but  also  because  when  the  citizens  of  London  were  asked  by  Parliament 
to  find  money  to  pay  for  English  and  Scottish  troops  to  put  down  the  rebellion  here, 
it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  average  small  trader  would  be  selective  by  paying 
out  the  older  and  more  obsolete  coins  from  his  purse. 

I  include  for  comparative  purposes  with  Mr.  Browm’s  typical  silver  hoard  a  list 
of  the  appropriate  coins  selected  from  1 0  of  the  Irish  hoards  which  happen  to  amount 
to  1500  coins.  It  wall  be  seen  at  once  that  while  the  general  trend  with  regard  to  the 
low  numbers  for  Edward  and  Mary  coins  is  about  the  same  and  the  proportion  of 
Elizabeth  shillings  to  sixpences  is  roughly  as  Mr.  Brown  has  it,  except  that  the 
sixpence  is  more  popular  in  Ireland,  the  percentage  of  Carolean  coins  to  Jacobean 
and  Elizabethan  is  quite  different. 

Admittedly  the  Rebellion  in  Ireland  was  somewhat  in  advance  of  the  Civil  War 
proper  in  England  but  I  still  think  the  figures  show  this  general  lag  in  coins  coming 
across  the  Irish  Sea  or  at  least  in  getting  distributed  here.  I  have  no  figures  for  gold, 
but  before  the  advent  of  the  Civil  War  gold  coins  are  never  found  in  Irish  hoards, 
or  so  rarely  as  to  be  considered  almost  non-existent.

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Most  interesting  of  all  is  the  comparative  value  of  the  two  amounts.  When 
£43  17s  is  divided  by  2  and  £61  4s  6d  is  divided  by  3  the  figures  are  £21  18s  6d 
and  £20  8s  2d  respectively.  This  is  almost  exactly  proportional  to  value  of  sterling 
in  the  two  countries.  If,  for  instance,  £21  18s  6d  is  multiplied  by  12  and  £20  8s  2d 
by  13,  the  figures  are  63,674  pence  and  63,144  pence,  a  difference  of  less  than  1% 
between  the  two  amounts. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  “Emma”  and  her  Captains.  I  must  congratulate  Mr.  Meldrum  on  having  traced 
the  Emma  and  her  two  captains,  and  I  feel  somewhat  relieved  that  my  opinion  has  been  con¬ 
firmed.  I  still  believe  that  “Downs”  is  a  place  and  not  a  person,  and  though  I  do  not  want  to 
labour  the  point,  I  should  like  to  quote  two  examples. 

One  comes  from  a  letter  written  by  the  Hon.  William  Cathcart  to  his  father  (the  first  Earl 
Cathcart),  which  is  headed  “HM  Ship  Aiedusa,  Downs :  20th  August  1801”.  The  second  example 
is  from  a  manuscript  log-book  kept  by  an  unknown  officer  in  H.M.S.  Leopard,  in  1810-11. 
Above  the  day’s  entries,  there  are  the  words  “Remarks  etc  on  board  HM  Ship  Leopard  Downes” 
(September  1811).  The  mis-spelling  is  uncharacteristic  of  this  manuscript,  which  is  well 
written  in  a  fine  copperplate  hand. 

Mr.  Meldrum’s  letter  was  probably  written  by  Captain  Irvine,  but  we  will  agree  to  call 
him  “X”  for  the  moment. 

I  think  that  Mr.  Meldrum  is  right  in  general  about  merchant  officers’  dress  in  the  early 
Nineteenth  Century,  though  I  suspect  that  the  round  hat  had  been  superseded  by  a  peaked  cap 
like  that  introduced  into  the  Navy  in  1819,  and  adopted  officially  a  few  years  later. 

This  is  hardly  a  numismatic  correspondence,  and  I  apologise  for  carrying  it  so  far:  it  is 
Mr.  Meldrum’s  fault  for  writing  such  an  interesting  article! — J.  D.  A.  Thompson. 

Scottish  Tokens — Aberdeen  (Supplement).  Since  the  printing  of  my  article  infthe  January 
1967  issue  of  the  Bulletin  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Robert  B.  K.  Stevenson,  Keeper,  The  National 
Museum  of  Antiquities  of  Scotland,  Edinburgh,  for  the  following  additional  information  on 
Aberdeen  Tokens  in  the  National  Collection.

Treasure  Trove  in  a  Small  Way.  For  several  generations  w7e  have  had  in  the  family  a 
Parole  d'Honneur  of  one  of  Napoleon’s  prisoners  of  war,  together  with  a  diary  recounting  a 
sea-fight  in  the  Channel  in  which  he  was  taken  prisoner. 

The  diary  described,  in  minute  copper-plate,  the  whole  incident,  and  then  went  on  to 
recount  how  he  was  marched  right  across  France  to  a  prison-camp  at  Longwy  on  the  German 
border.  In  this  diary  he  constantly  refers  to  his  wife  “Susan  in  Liverpoole”  of  whom  we 
apparently  knew  nothing. 

Recently,  however,  I  inherited  a  desk,  in  the  depths  of  which,  covered  with  dust,  was  an 
unidentified  portrait  (possibly  a  Daguerreotype)  in  a  small  folding  case.  On  cleaning  this  up, 
I  discovered  a  tiny  loop  of  ribbon  in  the  velvet  which  closed  upon  the  portrait,  and  on  lifting 
this  up  I  came  upon  a  Napoleon  20  Franc  piece,  dated  1812.  I  needed  no  further  proof  that  the 
likeness  was  of  our  “Susan  in  Liverpoole”. — N.  Shearer  Wylie. 

Hyam  Hyams.  I  was  interested  to  read  R.  N.  P.  Hawkin’s  entry  on  Hvam  Hyams  in  the 
April  Bulletin,  particularly  the  dates  of  his  period  of  activity.  I  had  known  him  only  as  a  silver¬ 
smith,  and  was  surprised  to  find  him  recorded  as  early  as  1813.  On  the  other  hand,  his  mark 
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h.h.  is  found  later  than  1851  on  silverware;  I  have  sauce  ladies  of  1853  and  salt  cellars  of  1861, 
and  have  found  mention  in  a  sale  catalogue  of  a  piece  by  him  dated  as  late  1878.  Is  there  any 
record  ol  his  establishment  continuing  under  a  son  of  the  same  name  or  other  ownership  ? — 
A.  D.  Petty. 

Greek  Hoard  found  near  Odessa.  A  discovery  that  will  be  of  interest  to  numismatists 
all  over  the  world  has  been  made  near  Odessa.  A  bronze  vase  containing  73  ancient  Greek 
coins  has  been  found;  the  coins  are  about  2,300  years  old.  They  are  gold  staters,  minted  by  the 
town  of  Kizik,  a  Greek  colony  on  the  Sea  of  Marmora.  They  were  found  at  a  place  where  an 
ancient  road  ran  from  the  Danube  to  the  Scythian  steppes.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  coins  shows  a  long-haired,  bearded  Scythian  and  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be 
discovered.  The  obverse  of  the  coins  shows  a  fish,  the  emblem  of  the  town,  and  the  reverse  the 
heads  of  deities,  sacrifices  and  animals  of  the  chase. — Country  Life ,  21  June,  1968. 

Edwardian  Hoard  from  Mayfield.  A  hoard  of  348  Edward  I  and  II  silver  pennies  and 
seven  Louis  IX,  Philip  III  and  IV  gros  dug  up  in  a  back  garden  in  Mayfield,  Sussex,  was 
declared  treasure  trove  at  an  East  Grinstead  inquest  on  the  find  yesterday. 

A  British  Museum  official  said  the  English  coins  were  minted  between  1302  and  1310  in 
either  London  or  Canterbury  and  had  not  been  long  in  circulation. — Guardian ,  29  June,  1968. 

Coins  Stolen  from  Berwick  Museum.  Twenty-four  precious  coins  have  been  stolen 
from  Berwick’s  Municipal  Museum.  The  theft  was  discovered  by  a  museum  official  but  no 
value  has  yet  been  put  on  the  missing  money. 

The  coins  date  from  the  12tn  to  the  13th  century  and  with  them  was  taken  a  Lusitania 
medal  and  some  Maundy  money.  The  thieves  forced  a  lock  on  a  coin  display  cabinet  in  the 
unattended  museum,  and  yesterday  police  appealed  to  anyone  with  information  which  might 
assist  them  in  their  enquiries  to  come  forward. — Berwick  Advertiser ,  20  June,  1968. 

Fishpool  Hoard  on  Display  at  Bristol  Museum.  An  impressive  display  bf  the  mid-15th 
century  gold  jewellery  unearthed  at  Fishpool,  Notts,  has  been  put  on  view  in  a  “recent  acquisi¬ 
tions”  cabinet  in  the  British  Museum’s  Edward  VII  Gallery. 

Three  of  the  most  exceptional  items  of  jewellery,  a  museum  spokesman  said,  are  a  man’s 
finger-ring  set  with  a  turquoise,  a  heart-shaped  brooch  enamelled  in  blue  and  white,  and  a 
gold  padlock  which  is  the  only  known  piece  of  jewellery  of  its  kind. 

Around  40  coins  of  outstanding  interest  from  the  buried  hoard  of  1,237  coins  found  with 
the  jewellery  are  in  the  same  case.  The  hoard  was  buried  around  the  time  of  the  Wars  of  the 
Roses.  The  coins,  which  had  a  face  value  of  about  £400  when  buried,  are  estimated  to  have 
an  antiquarian  value  now  or  around  £250,000. — Daily  Telegraph,  Manchester  Edition,  3  July, 
1968. 

Islamic  Hoard  from  Kazakhstan.  A  four-year-old  girl  from  Djambul,  a  town  in  South 
Kazakhstan,  found  a  vessel  containing  thin  silver  coins  and  buckles  while  she  was  playing. 
The  coins  have  traces  of  Arab  writing,  the  Soviet  news  agency  Tass  reported. 

A  local  museum  dated  the  coins  as  belonging  to  the  11th  century  a.d.  At  that  time  the  town 
of  Taraz,  a  trade  centre  on  the  route  from  Europe  to  the  Orient,  existed  in  place  of  modern 
Djambul. — Shropshire  Star,  10  July,  1968. 

Persian  Denominations  and  Weight  Standards.  I  was  thoroughly  pleased  with  the 
article  “Coins  Dated  According  to  the  Ilkhanid  Era”,  by  Mr.  Raymond  Hebert,  in  the  July 
issue  of  the  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin.  I  have  spent  considerable  time  over  the  last  several  years 
collecting  and  studying  the  field  of  Persian  coins  since  the  Moslem  conquest,  and  it  is  pleasant 
to  know  that  there  are  others  who  take  an  active  interest  in  this  field  too. 

However,  as  a  result  of  my  own  studies — extensive  reading  in  Persian  history,  including 
all  the  references  I  could  find  in  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Islam”,  and  close  examination  of  the 
coins  I  could  glean  for  my  own  collection — I  would  like  to  supply  a  couple  of  amendments 
to  the  article. 

Mr.  Hebert  omitted  an  interesting  point  on  the  origin  of  the  Ilkhanid  Era  itself — the  decisive 
point  of  difference  between  this  new  era  and  the  Moslem  era  of  the  Hegira  is  that  the  Ilkhanid 
Era  was  based  on  the  solar  year  of  365  days,  and  not  the  lunar  year  of  354  days.  The  Persians 
have  always  taken  the  first  day  of  spring  as  the  true  “New  Year’s  Day”,  Nauruz,  and  even 
though  they  retained  the  Moslem  lunar  year  as  the  basis  of  the  official  calendar  until  a.d.  1926, 
they  also  counted  the  years  according  to  the  “Tatar  Cycle”of  the  twelve  animals,  closely 
linked  to  the  traditional  Chinese  cycle  of  the  12  animals,  and  this  year  was  always  solar, 
beginning  on  or  about  21  March  in  our  western  calendar. 

The  denominations  of  coins  without  marks  of  value  is  always  a  problem.  In  my  own 
cataloguing,  I  did  as  Mr.  Hebert  has  done — calculating  every  coin  weight  in  relation  to  the 
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dirhem  of  caliphal  times.  However,  as  a  result  of  extensive  reading,  I  have  discovered  that 
by  Ilkhanid  times,  the  old  system  had  broken  down;  the  sequence  of  events  is  shown  quite 
well  in  “Coins  of  Georgia  in  Transcaucasia”  by  Air.  Richard  Frye,  a  study  published  by  the 
American  Numismatic  Society.  Furthermore,  in  several  histories  delving  into  Ilkhanid  finances, 
it  is  mentioned  that  the  unit  was  the  “Toman”  of  10,000  Silver  Dinars,  each  worth  6  silver 
dirhems  of  “pure”  (i.e.  good-quality)  silver,  and  that  the  silver  dinar  was  then  worth  much 
less  than  the  gold  dinar.  In  the  time  of  Abu  Sa’id,  the  silver  dinar  is  assigned  the  weight 
of  2  miskals. 

Since  my  own  collection  is  small,  even  with  this  information  it  was  difficult  to  decide 
what  variety  of  miskal  was  intended — the  old  caliphal  miskal  of  4.25-4.30  grams,  or  the  later 
Persian  miskal  of  ca.  4.61  grams;  the  additional  coins  listed  in  the  article  confirm  that  the 
miskal  intended  was  that  of  ca.  4.30  grams,  and  that  the  larger  coins  of  ca.  8.6  grams  are 
full-weight  pieces  of  2  miskals.  Then  the  coins  of  ca.  2.8  grams  are  the  double  dirhems  of 
this  series  (as  Mr.  Frye  indicates)  and  the  small  coins  under  1.4  grams  are  the  “simple  dirhems” 
— apparently  struck  largely  for  change,  and  so  rather  carelessly  as  regards  weight.  The  full 
dinars  are  all  very  well  controlled  in  weight,  and  even  the  double  dirhems  maintain  a  fair 
average,  except  for  certain  mints. 

The  Ilkhanid  pieces  are  indeed  attractive,  and  especially  interesting  since  they  include, 
in  the  silver  dinar,  the  first  issue  of  any  size  at  least,  of  the  Persian  dinar,  a  unit  destined  to 
be  the  standard  Persian  coin  and/or  money  of  account  until  a.d.  1932 — a  full  six  centuries. 
Mr.  Hebert's  article  also  inspires  me  to  attempt  similar  short,  descriptive  articles  on  earlier 
and  later  Persian  silver  issues — a  subject  I  have  worked  at  intermittently  for  quite  some  time.

A  Sovereign  Hoard  from  Macclesfield.  You  may  be  interested  to  hear  of  a  small 
hoard  of  gold  coins  found  at  Macclesfield  at  the  beginning  of  June  and  reported  only,  I  believe, 
in  the  local  press. 

During  the  course  of  excavation  work  by  the  Council  for  a  new  road,  a  mechanical  digger 
unearthed  and  smashed  an  old  earthenware  jar  containing  a  number  of  coins  which  were 
promptly  pocketed  by  the  workmen! 

As  a  result  of  police  inquiries  twenty  coins  have  so  far  been  recovered  and  a  Coroner’s 
inquest  to  settle  their  fate  has  now  been  fixed  for  the  16th  July,  1968. 

The  local  police  have  very  kindly  allowed  me  to  examine  the  coins  recovered  which  are 
all  gold  sovereigns  in  Extremely  Fine/Mint  condition  as  follows :  George  IV,  sovereign,  1829  (1); 
Victoria,  sovereigns,  1842  (4),' 1843  (3),  1844  (4),  1845  (3),  1846  (1),  1847  (3),  and  1848  (1). 

The  earthenware  jar  containing  these  sovereigns  was  partly  glazed  in  black  and  has  been 
identified  as  being  “Silverware”  and  probably  older  than  the  coins. 

The  spot  where  the  find  was  made  would  have  formerly  been  inside  the  boundary  wall 
to  the  estate  of  a  large  early  nineteenth  century  house,  and  the  coins  themselves  appear  to 
date  from  the  period  when  a  large  number  of  “industrial  revolution”  houses  (now  being 
demolished)  were  erected  close  by  to  serve  the  local  silk  industry. — D.  W .  Bailey. 

Postscript.  Twenty  gold  coins  found  by  workmen  digging  a  new  road  were  treasure  trove 
and  belonged  to  the  Crown,  it  was  decided  by  a  jury  at  Macclesfield  yesterday.  The  coins 
dated  from  the  1840s  and  were  found  by  eight  workmen  under  contract  to  the  corporation. 

The  owners  of  the  land,  Alacclesfield  corporation,  made  no  claims  to  the  coins,  neither 
did  the  surviving  members  of  the  Brocklehurst  family  who  formerly  owned  the  estate.  The 
workmen  will  be  paid  comoensation  “to  the  full  market  value  of  the  coins.” — Daily  Telegraph, 
17 th  July,  1968.
